The  Academic  Long  Range  Plan  of 
the  University  has  become  that 
“charted  course.”

sponsibly.  His  hope  is  that  every  stu¬ 
dent  at  Salisbury  State  University 
will  embrace  these  values. 

Butler  sees  the  future  at  Salisbury 
State  University  as  a  dynamic,  ed¬ 
ucational  environment  where  the  ac¬ 
cent  is  on  learning.  He  believes  the 
combination  of  a  highly  motivated 
student  body  coupled  with  an  excel¬ 
lent  faculty  bodes  well  for  the  future 
of  Salisbury  State  University  as  a  pre¬ 
mier  institution  in  the  Mid-Atlantic 
region. 


Some  of  the  initiatives  of  the  plan 
have  been  to  attract  highly  qualified 
students,  increase  the  intellectual  cli¬ 
mate  on  campus,  and  enhance  re¬ 
sources  for  faculty  development.

Bill  Lide  remembers  shooting 
at  the  wrong  basket  during  a 
high  school  game  and  making  the 
shot.  It  was  an  embarrassing  yet 
funny  moment.  He  says, 
“Athletics  allows  us  to  experience 
ultimate  success  and  sometimes 
ultimate  failure,  just  as  in  life.” 

Bill  Lide  is  a  man  who  wears 
many  hats.  As  Director  of  Ath¬ 
letics  he  is  responsible  for  the 
running  of  18  sports.  As  head  of 
Campus  Recreation  he  oversees 
12  clubs,  35  activities  participated 
in  by  2300  students.  As  Chairman 
of  the  Physical  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  he  is  responsible  for  a  fac¬ 
ulty  and  staff  of  40  and  four  ac¬ 
ademic  tracks. 

The  facilities  of  Salisbury  State 
University  serve  the  university 
well.  A  baseball  stadium  with  an 
astro  turf  infield,  a  tennis  facility 
with  12  lighted  courts,  plus  3  new 


indoor  courts  and  a  2000  seat 
Seagull  Stadium  used  for  football 
in  the  fall  and  lacrosse  in  the 
spring  make  SSU  an  attractive 
package.  Maggs’  main  arena  seats 
2600  for  basketball  games  and 
contains  a  state-of-the-art  Nauti¬ 
lus  Center  for  teams  and  personal 
fitness,  (such  as  6  lane-25  meter 
Natatorium  for  swimming  with  a 
one  meter  diving  board).  Also  it 
contains  3  handball/  racquetball 
courts;  Olympic  free  weights  and 
5  universal  weight  machines;  a 
dance  studio  with  a  wood  floor, 
mirrored  walls  and  a  sound  sys¬ 
tem;  and  an  auxiliary  gym  for 
baseball/softball,  with  a  batting 
cage.  Other  features  are  a  trophy 
center,  wrestling  room,  and  a 
modern  athletic  training  and  re¬ 
habilitation  room.  Outdoor  facil¬ 
ities  also  include  an  8  lane,  400 
meter  running  track  with  a  mani¬ 
cured  infield  for  field  hockey. 


Lide’s  staff  includes  six  individual 
with  doctorates  in  the  academic  prc 
gram.  He  feels  he  has  perhaps  th 
finest  athletic  program  in  Divisio 
III  as  well  as  a  quality  physical  ec 
ucation  and  recreation  program.

room  and  an  Academic  Data 
Bank  to  help  follow  student  ath¬ 
letes’  progress.  He  has  also  start¬ 
ed  a  Physical  Education  Advisory 
Council  and  a  Student-Athlete 
Council.  Dr.  Lide  created  the  po¬ 
sition  of  Assistant  Athletic  Direc¬ 
tor,  a  badly  needed  position.  Dr. 
Lide  is  quick  to  thank  the  SSU 
administration  for  the  support  he 
and  his  staff  are  being  given  to¬ 
ward  these  achievements. 

Dr.  Lide  is  proud  of  the  extreme¬ 
ly  high  graduation  rate  of  Salis¬ 
bury  State  University  athletes. 
99%  of  all  student  athletes  were 
academically  eligible  for  gradu¬ 
ation  in  1990.  Student  athletes 
here  tend  to  have  a  higher  GPA 
than  the  general  student  body. 
This  trend  has  been  helped  by  a 
revised  advising  system  within  the 
department.  Dr.  Lide  has  also 
reinitiated  the  Majors  Club  in 


Physical  Education,  which  brings 
those  with  common  interests  to¬ 
gether  for  special  projects  to 
achieve  common  goals.  The  de¬ 
partment  has  an  Employee  Well¬ 
ness  Program  and  a  Nautilus  Cer¬ 
tification  Institute  with  3000 
people  certified. 

With  the  student  population 
showing  a  strong  fitness  aware¬ 
ness,  the  Aerobic  Fitness  Pro¬ 
gram  is  the  hottest  recreation 
program  in  the  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  Department.  A  strong  ath¬ 
letic  training  program  and  sub¬ 
sidies  to  trainers  for  internships 
in  the  field  at  area  schools,  speak 
positively  of  Dr.  Lide  and  his 
staff s  efforts.  The  efforts  will 
have  Salisbury  State  University 
certified  by  the  NATA,  Lide  says, 
“hopefully  soon.” 

Lide  desires  that  the  university 
and  the  community  achieve  a 


stronger  working  relationship. 
He  sees  himself  playing  a  greater 
role  in  advancing  the  athletic  pro¬ 
gram  for  minority  development. 
He  would  like  to  see  the  com¬ 
munity  play  a  larger  role  in  chan¬ 
neling  minorities  in  the  Salisbury 
area  into  the  Salisbury  State  Uni¬ 
versity  program.  Dr.  Lide  also 
notes  that  the  Office  of  Minority 
Affairs  plays  an  important  role  in 
recruiting.

Joe  Gilbert  feels  close  to  Salis¬ 
bury  State  University.  He 
oversees  the  Dean  of  Students, 
Business  and  Finance  (which  he 
works  with  in  calculating  the  bud¬ 
get),  Administrative  Services 
(Physical  plant,  Safety,  Housing, 
Food  Services,  Book  Rack)  and 
Athletics. 

Joe  received  his  Master’s  Degree 
here  and  has  been  a  part  of  the 
growth  of  this  institution.  In 
1970  when  he  started  working 
here  there  were  only  991  stu¬ 
dents.  The  number  of  students 
and  majors  have  grown  since 


then.  We  have  gone  from  college 
to  university  status.  Joe  has 
worked  with  students  to  help 
them  grow  and  mature  as  he  has 
also.  His  tenure  here  has  been 
instrumental  in  the  bonding  of 
relationships  with  students,  pro¬ 
fessors  and  administration. 

A  large  part  of  Joe’s  job  deals 
with  the  solving  of  student  con¬ 
cerns.  To  this  end  he  has  set  up  a 
student  government  forum  to 
help  resolve  problems  such  as 
parking,  a  concern  he  hears  of¬ 
ten. 


Joe  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Outdoor  Club  along  with  Bill 
Horne  and  Rick  Maloof.  He  is 
also  active  in  the  Seagull  Century 
Club  and  the  Bike  Club  which 
takes  him  to  Florida  each  year  for 
a  285  mile  ride  through  the  Keys 
with  stops  for  snorkeling,  swim¬ 
ming,  picnics  and  hiking. 

He  also  teaches  a  wilderness 
course.  Through  his  association 
with  the  Outdoor  Club,  Joe  par¬ 
ticipates  in  white  water  rafting, 
climbing,  backpacking  and  horse¬ 
back  riding  in  New  York,  the 
Eastern  Shore,  and  the  Shenan¬ 


doah  Valley. 

Joe  knows  many  students  and 
feels  that  students  gain  from 
knowing  people  outside  of  classes. 
He  would  like  to  see  more  stu¬ 
dents  getting  involved  in  clubs. 
Joe’s  close  relationship  with  the 
administration  makes  his  job  of 
problem  solving  easier.  He  feels 
that  his  strength  is  in  his  closeness 
to  the  people.

As  director  of  the  University 
Center  Dave  Ganoe  is  re¬ 
sponsible  for  its  overall  operation 
which  includes  working  with  per¬ 
sonnel,  budgeting  and  purchas¬ 
ing. 


Mr.  Ganoe  feels  that  he  has  the 
best  housekeeping  and  mainte¬ 
nance  staff  on  campus  with  4  full 
time  and  1  part  time  employees  as 
well  as  the  help  of  student  work¬ 
ers.  With  this  help  Mr.  Ganoe  in¬ 
sures  that  the  building  is  kept 
clean  and  the  furniture  is  well 
maintained. 

The  University  center,  at  an  in¬ 
vestment  of  13  billion  dollars  to 
construct,  is  the  Showcase  of  the 
University.  Dave  and  his  staff 
play  a  major  role  in  maintaining 
that  image.  The  result  of  work 
with  grounds  keepers,  electri¬ 
cians,  plumbers  and  carpenters 
results  in  the  peaceful  atmos- 
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phere  that  we  are  enjoying.  Dave 
feels  that  Jerry  Atkins  who  is  in 
charge  of  maintenance  “does  a 
great  job  with  his  work  and  does 
it  in  a  priority  fashion.” 

As  part  of  the  Faculty  Cultural 
Events  Committee,  Dave  is  also 
involved  with  many  of  the  cul¬ 
tural  activities  on  campus.  This 
program  includes  his  trips  to  New 
York  City  and  Washington,  D.C. 
for  museum  visits  and  plays. 
These  trips  open  the  doors  cul¬ 
turally  to  students.  Dave  believes 
that  “if  you  don’t  open  yourself 
to  music,  poetry,  you  have  lost  a 
valuable  piece  of  life.”  Dave  loves 
great  music  and  feels  that  it  is  an 
emotional  experience;  the  es¬ 
sence  of  what  life  is  all  about. 
“There  are  no  words  to  describe 
the  emotional  grip.”  The  bus 
trips  often  change  students’  per¬ 
ceptions  and  widen  their  vision 
causing  a  lasting  impact  and  a 
change  in  their  lives. 

The  Cultural  Events  Committee 
also  supports  faculty  in  the  class¬ 
room  by  correlating  with  ongoing 
theme  programs  such  as  the  Hen¬ 
ry  David  Thoreau  series,  and  the 
focus  on  Great  Britain  prior  to 
the  trip  to  England. 

Another  event  which  gives  sat¬ 
isfaction  to  Mr.  Ganoe  is  the  Wil¬ 
derness  Orientation  for  incoming 
freshmen.  This  elective  trip  to 
the  Algonquin  Provisional  Park 
in  Canada  is  attended  by  60-70 
students  and  faculty.  The  trip 
gives  confidence  to  both  faculty 
and  students  who  spend  a  lot  of 
time  together.  They  eat  together 
and  in  bad  weather  get  to  know 
each  other  well.  94%  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  that  go  on  the  trip  come 
back  for  their  sophomore  year,  a 
figure  16%  higher  than  freshmen 
who  don’t  go  on  the  trip.  Stu¬ 
dents  who  attend  the  Wilderness 


Orientation  usually  go  on  to  oth¬ 
er  leadership  positions  such  as 
student  government  and  Resi¬ 
dent  Assistants.  Dave  has  come  to 
know  many  of  these  students  well 
and  acts  as  an  advisor/counselor 
and  friend  for  almost  30  of  them. 
The  trip  provides  a  hands  on  po¬ 
sition  to  follow  the  growth  of  stu¬ 
dents  from  freshmen  to  gradu¬ 
ation  as  well  as  some  great 
memories.  There  are  currently 
about  150-175  students  on  cam¬ 
pus  who  went  to  Canada.  Dave 
feels  that  it  is  satisfying  to  help 
students  and  it  is  what  makes  his 
job  worthwhile. 

“The  meeting  rooms,  game  room 
and  student  organizations  are  the 
heart  of  the  University.  If  the 
University  doesn’t  change  you 
something  is  wrong  or  the  Uni¬ 
versity  has  failed,”  says  Mr.  Ga¬ 
noe. 

Architecturally  the  building  is  un¬ 
typical  as  a  student  government 
building.  He  feels  people  are  not 
overwhelmed  by  the  building  it¬ 
self.  It  acts  as  part  of  an  edu¬ 
cational  experience.  The  furni¬ 
ture,  art  work  and  Indian  rugs  on 
the  hardwood  floors  cause  the 
viewer  to  make  value  judgments 
as  the  individual  interacts  with 
the  surroundings. 

The  Atrium  Gallery  located  in 
the  University  Center  gives  a 
hands  on  approach  to  art.  Here 
you  may  find  two  and  three  di¬ 
mensional  fine  art,  crafts,  or  fine 
reproductions  of  Chinese  art. 
This  gallery  creates  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  students  to  be  intro¬ 
duced  to  fine  art  in  a  broad  spec¬ 
trum.  The  Atrium  Gallery  takes 
chances  on  artists  that  are  not 
well-known.  It  also  invites  faculty, 
art  department  members  to  share 
with  students.  The  gallery  loca¬ 
tion  is  a  heavily  trafficked  area 


which  makes  it  a  natural  for  stu¬ 
dent  viewing. 

Also  enhancing  the  atmosphere 
of  the  University  Center  are  the 
numerous  plants  that  give  a  nat¬ 
ural  affinity  to  the  surroundings. 

As  an  adjunct  to  the  cultural  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  center  the  University 
Center  gives  three  awards  annu¬ 
ally.  One  award  goes  to  a  music  or 
art  student  and  two  to  scholar 
athletes.

In  her  role  as  housing  director 
Dr.  Groutt  strives  to  promise 
a  safe,  secure  atmosphere  for  the 
students.  She  works  to  maintain  a 
clean,  ordered  environment  with 
a  reduced  noise  level. 
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Dr.  Groutt  finds  it  challenging  to 
direct  the  Residence  Life  pro¬ 
gram  because  she  must  provide 
many  skills  to  a  variety  of  people. 
Often  she  assumes  the  role  of  inn¬ 
keeper,  educator,  engineer  or  in¬ 
terior  designer  in  an  attempt  to 
create  a  safe  environment  that  al¬ 
lows  for  growth.  She  pays  atten¬ 
tion  to  detail. 

Many  of  the  details  come  togeth¬ 
er  in  the  residence  halls.  Students 
develop  friendships  by  working 
on  projects  together.  They  test 
their  limits  and  boundaries  and 
examine  value  systems.  Some  de¬ 
velop  leadership  skills.  A  lot  of 
growing  happens. 

Because  space  is  limited,  students 
learn  to  share  resources  and  re¬ 
spect  others’  private  property. 
They  gain  a  sense  of  ownership. 
Kathy  feels  that  this  is  excellent 
preparation  for  life  in  the  next 
century  where  there  will  be  a  lim¬ 
ited  amount  of  space  and  re¬ 
sources. 


Dr.  Groutt  notes  that  Hous¬ 
ing/Residence  Life  is  not  a  sub¬ 
stitute  for  parents.  However, 
there  is  a  large  amount  of  free¬ 
dom.  Rules  set  at  the  outset  pro¬ 
vide  guidelines  and  provide  a  fo¬ 
rum  to  test  limits. 


Live-in  staff  members  are  chosen 
from  the  student  population. 
These  Resident  Assistants  are  se¬ 
lected  based  on  willingness,  abil¬ 
ities,  skills  and  resources.  They 
become  promoters  of  growth  for 
the  other  housing  residents. 

Resident  Directors  master  addi¬ 
tional  levels  of  training  and  are 
often  graduate  students  who  su¬ 
pervise  other  R.A.’s.  They  create 
an  atmosphere  where  good  things 
happen.  They  make  sure  all  of 
the  supports  are  there. 

Dr.  Groutt  has  been  counseling  at 
Salisbury  State  University  for  1 1 
years.  After  receiving  an  under¬ 
graduate  degree  in  sociology 
from  Seton  Hall  she  received  a 
Master’s  in  English  from  Villa- 
nova.  Dr.  Groutt  pursued  an  ad¬ 
ditional  master’s  degree  in  psy-  i 
chology  at  SSU  before  receiving 
her  Ph.D.  in  Health  Education 
from  the  University  of  Maryland 
at  College  Park.  Her  doctoral 
thesis  examined  five  successful 
women  who  were  high  profile. 
She  studied  what  contributed  to 
their  degree  of  health.  These 
people  were  artists,  writers  and 
inspiring  people.  Dr.  Groutt  uses 
this  thesis  almost  daily  to  help 
with  her  own  life  and  to  educate 
and  bring  a  change  in  the  con¬ 
sciousness  of  students  to  expand 
their  horizons. 

Housing  allows  students  to  return 
to  a  residence  that  is  peaceful, 
quiet  and  is  secure.  The  residence 
hall  is  a  place  to  find  oneself  and 
to  renew  energy.

Carol  Williamson’s  office 
deals  with  understanding  — 
understanding  ourselves  and  each 
other.  Carol  thinks  people  are 
like  trees  and  flowers.  Their 
great  variety  makes  life  more  in¬ 
teresting.  The  Dean  of  Students 
deals  with  issues  as  diverse  as  mi¬ 
nority  affairs  and  residential  life. 
Carol  helps  provide  direction  for 
students  who  have  problems  with 
the  university,  with  relationships 
or  with  finances.  The  Dean  of 
Students  is  here  to  help  resolve 
individual  differences  and  to  help 
everyone  get  along. 

Carol  stresses  that  her  office  is 
not  for  trouble  only.  It  is  there  to 
assist  students  in  learning  to 
grow,  develop  and  study.  The 
services  offered  are  to  enhance 
safe  leisure  time  and  to  comple¬ 
ment  the  academic  program  ad¬ 
dressing  the  whole  student. 

The  Dean  of  Students  Office 
helps  educate  students  on  how  to 
make  good  choices.  Services 
available  range  from  the  Health 
Center  which  sees  over  120  stu¬ 
dents  a  day  to  drug  and  alcohol 
prevention.  Prevention  plays  a 
key  part  in  wellness  of  students 
and  to  that  end  the  Health  Center 
has  flyers  available  for  self-help 
on  such  issues  as  the  flu  and  med¬ 
ications.  The  drug  and  alcohol 
prevention  area,  funded  by  the 
Department  of  Tobacco,  Drug 
and  Alcohol  Awareness  Associa¬ 
tion,  is  a  regional  center  that 
serves  8  counties  in  addition  to 
Salisbury  State  University.  It  is 
located  in  a  trailer  behind  Maggs. 

Another  service  to  students  is  the 
center  for  Personal  and  Profes¬ 
sional  Development.  Through 
testing,  personnel  can  help  the 
student  investigate  job  prefer¬ 
ences  based  on  personality  and 
aptitudes  which  indicate  a  career 


pattern.  These  tests  are  free  and 
available  to  commuters  as  well  as 
on-campus  students. 

Carol  feels  that  student  involve¬ 
ment  with  campus  activities  pro¬ 
vides  a  forum  for  individuals  to 
meet  other  people  and  feel  con¬ 
nected.  If  there  is  no  club  in  your 
area  of  interest,  Carol  will  help 
you  create  one. 

Another  platform  for  communi¬ 
cation  is  the  Judiciary  System 
which  takes  in  a  small  percentage 
of  people  who  break  the  codes  of 
the  University.  This  system  allows 
the  students  to  be  heard  and  ed¬ 
ucates  students  to  make  choices. 
The  hearings  are  attended  by 
peers,  community  and  faculty 
members.  The  system  is  similar  to 
a  judicial  system. 
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Jim  Phillips’  staff  of  17  full 
time  employees  is  on  duty  365 
days  a  year  to  protect  stu¬ 
dents,  staff  and  visitors. 

Jim’s  department  is  available  to 
students  to  help  unlock  their  car 
doors,  to  jump  start  their  cars  and 
to  serve  as  an  escort  service  at 
night.  They  also  maintain  a  lost 
and  found  department.  Much  of 
Public  Safety  time  is  spent  inves¬ 
tigating  emergencies,  crimes,  and 
enforcing  parking  regulations. 

Public  Safety  plays  a  major  role  in 
crime  prevention  by  educating 
the  students  in  how  to  protect 
themselves.  They  provide  “crime 
beat’’  to  the  Flyer  and  publish 
crimes  annually  in  the  student 
handbook. 

All  officers  are  trained  in  CPR 
and  first  aid.  They  provide  med¬ 
ical  assistance  and  transportation 
for  students  to  the  Health  Center 
and  Hospital  when  needed. 

Public  Safety  provides  students 
with  jobs  in  clerical  positions  and 
traffic  control.  Student  assistants 
equipped  with  walkie  talkies  for 
quick  response,  patrol  residence 
halls  and  serve  as  extra  eyes  and 
ears  for  the  police. 

The  Public  Safety  Department 
also  has  an  environmental  safety 
manager  who  works  to  free  the 


University  from  safety  hazards 
such  as  chemical  waste  and  haz¬ 
ardous  substances  from  the  labs 
in  Devilbiss  Hall.  Public  Safety 
works  to  meet  OSHA 
(Occupational  Safety  and  Health 
Administration)  regulations  for 
the  campus  and  was  in  charge  of 
regulating  the  company  for  the 
removal  of  remaining  asbestos  in 
campus  buildings.  Checking  en¬ 
vironmental  complaints,  monitor¬ 
ing  the  drinking  water,  and  re¬ 
cycling  are  the  duties  of  the 
Public  Safety  Department. 

In  addition  to  their  other  roles 
public  safety  officers  assist  with 
security  and  closing  residence 
halls  and  direct  traffic  to  allow 
students  to  get  close  to  the  dorms 
when  loading  or  unloading  be¬ 
longings. 

Five  of  Phillips’  officers  are  col¬ 
lege  graduates  and  two  have  mas¬ 
ter’s  degrees.  Three  officers  have 
AA  degrees,  one  officer  teaches 
two  history  classes  and  one  is  the 
assistant  softball  coach.  Two  of¬ 
ficers  are  in  the  Cycling  Club  with 
Jim  Phillips  and  four  are  in  the 
Outward  Bound  program  with 
the  RA’s. 

Thanks  to  the  support  and  ded¬ 
ication  of  the  Public  Safety,  the 
campus  is  a  safer  place. 
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Director  of  Public  Relations 
(and  Publications) _ 


Information  flow  is  what  Pub¬ 
lic  Relations  is  all  about.  The 
Salisbury  State  University  News¬ 
letter  was  taken  over  by  Gaines 
when  it  was  primarily  for  the  fac¬ 
ulty  and  only  1000  people  were 
reached.  In  1990  its  circulation 
reached  2500.  The  Newsletter 
reaches  the  entire  campus. 

All  Salisbury  State  University 
Press  releases  also  originate  from 
the  Public  Relations  office  and 
are  posted  on  the  walls  in  the  hall 
of  Public  Relations. 

All  publications  by  the  University 
are  checked  by  Gains.  Projecting 
a  positive  image  of  SSU  is  his  re¬ 
sponsibility.  To  this  end  T.V.  sta¬ 
tions  call  the  Public  Relations  De¬ 
partment  when  they  want  to  do 
stories  or  need  direction  to  focus 
on  an  issue.  He  puts  them  in 
touch  with  the  right  people. 

The  growth  of  Salisbury  State 
University  and  its  athletic  pro¬ 
grams  created  a  need  for  a  Sports 
Information  Director  and  under 
Gains,  this  position  was  filled  by 
Paul  Ohanian.  Gains  feels  that 
Paul  has  brought  stability  to  this 
area.  Another  full  time  home 
town  publicity  position  deals  with 
sports  accomplishments  and 
scholarships.  Public  Relations  re¬ 
leases  over  1000  press  releases  a 
year  with  many  success  stories  in 
each  release. 

The  Publications  department 
headed  by  Carol  Bloodsworth  is 
under  the  umbrella  of  Public  Re¬ 
lations.  The  workload  in  this  area 
has  grown  immensely  since  1981. 
At  that  time  180  publications 
were  printed  annually.  This  fig¬ 
ure  has  grown  to  980  publications 
by  1990.  The  staff  has  grown  to  7 
employees  and  a  student  intern. 

The  most  important  client  of 


Publications  is  the  Admissions 
Department.  Admissions  uses  the 
skills  of  Carol’s  staff  to  market 
the  university  to  potential  stu¬ 
dents.  Gains  feels  we  have  one  of 
the  finest  Publications  Depart¬ 
ments  in  the  state. 

Publications  works  within  the 
Public  Relations  department  to 
give  a  visual  mission  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity.  Public  Relations  works  as 
part  of  the  University  to  maintain 
and  reflect  the  standards  of  Dr. 
Bellavance. 

Some  of  the  publications  that 
speak  for  the  University  are  re¬ 
cruiting  brochures,  SSU  Under¬ 
graduate  catalog,  Graduate  cat¬ 
alog,  minority  posters, 
departmental  brochures,  sports 
programs,  logos  and  T-shirts.

Carman  DiSylvestro,  Associ¬ 
ate  Director,  University  Din¬ 
ing  Serves  said  UDS  is  continually 
striving  to  meet  the  goals  of  the 
University  as  well  as  its  internal 
goal  “to  serve  the  highest  quality 
items,  in  the  most  aesthetic  man¬ 
ner,  at  the  best  possible  prices.” 

To  serve  3,500  meals  per  day  or 
285  meals  within  a  15  week  se¬ 
mester  requires  a  creative  and  im¬ 
aginative  staff.  In  addition  to  the 
ever-updated  menu,  UDS  pro¬ 
vides  “monotony  breaker”  meals 
for  our  customers  with  special 
theme  nights,  incorporating  ap¬ 


propriate  decorations  and  cos¬ 
tuming.  To  this  end  the  students 
have  experienced  an  80-foot  ice 
cream  sundae,  a  champagne 
breakfast  and  a  Mardi  Gras,  to 
name  a  few.  Playing  to  the 
demographics  of  the  region,  ser¬ 
vice  has  included  a  Lobster  Din¬ 
ner  and  an  Eastern  Shore  Crab 
Feast. 

The  Powell  Dining  Hall  boasts 
two  attractive  dining  rooms.  The 
Maryland  Room  or  regular  din¬ 
ing  hall  caters  to  those  in  a  hurry, 
but  maintains  its  dignity  with 
fresh  cut  flowers  on  the  tables,  a 


mauve  color  scheme  and  live 
plants  dispersed  throughout.  The 
fine  dining  atmosphere  in  the 
Salisbury  Room  is  enhanced  with 
candlelight,  linens  and  dinner 
music.  Live  foliage  adds  to  the 
ambiance  of  this  quieter  dining 
experience.  Although,  the  same 
basic  menu  is  served  in  both 
areas,  the  Maryland  Room  is  ser¬ 
viced  through  the  cafeteria-style 
servery  while  the  Salisbury  Room 
maintains  its  own  buffet  service. 

Over  the  years  the  menu  has  been 
continually  updated  with  the  ad¬ 
dition  of  different  international 
foods,  a  vegetarian  entree  for 
each  meal  as  well  as  Wellness 
Wednesdays  that  incorporate  low 
cholesterol  eggs,  turkey  sausage, 
lite  breads,  high  fiber  muffins 
and  high  fiber  cereals  along  with 
the  regular  fare.  Students  are  also 
given  a  choice  of  skim,  2%  or 
vitamin  D  milk,  as  well  as  14  car¬ 
bonated  and  non-carbonated  bev¬ 
erages.  University  Dining  Serv¬ 
ices  strives  hard  to  offer  well- 
planned,  well-balanced  meals  for 
its  customers. 

After  working  as  an  undergrad¬ 
uate  in  the  dining  hall  and  grad¬ 
uating  from  SSU,  Carman 
worked  at  Peninsula  General 
Hospital  as  Assistant  Food  Direc¬ 
tor.  While  there  he  was  in  charge 
of  patient/employee  feeding.  Be¬ 
lieving  that  nutrition  is  critical  to 
the  well-being  of  the  individual, 
he  offered  balanced  diets.  This 
same  philosophy  has  been 
brought  to  SSU.  Fad  diets  are  not 
to  be  found  here  and  are  strongly 
discouraged  on  campus.  Carman 
believes  in  “back  to  basics”  eating 
and  a  regular  exercise  regimen. 

Carman  further  keeps  in  touch 
with  students  by  teaching  Fresh¬ 
men  Orientation  and  participat¬ 
ing  in  the  Algonquin  program. 


He  also  works  with  the  SUDS  or¬ 
ganizations  (Students  of  Univer¬ 
sity  Dining  Service)  and  regularly 
serves  as  a  management  represen¬ 
tative  on  the  UDS  Food  Advisory 
Committee  (composed  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  each  dorm  and 
off-campus  living). 

SUDS,  with  Carman  as  their  ad¬ 
visor,  created  “Buck  Night!”  The 
admission  event  is  held  in  the 
Gull’s  Nest  and  provides  enter¬ 
tainment  such  as  Dj’s,  live  mu¬ 
sicians,  and  “live  mike”  night. 
The  three  food  specials  sell  for  $  1 
each  along  with  the  $1  non- 
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alcoholic  daiquiris,  pina  colaaas 
and  Virgin  Marys  as  well  as  draft 
beers.  The  emphasis  is  on  good 
times,  not  drinking.  Buck  Night 
has  been  a  very  successful  campus 
event  and  10  such  events  are 
planned  for  the  spring  semester. 

Working  for  UDS  is  a  learning 
experience  that  can  lead  to  ca¬ 
reers  in  the  food  industry.  Car¬ 
man  was  born  into  the  food  busi¬ 
ness  as  his  father  was  a  butcher 
and  he  worked  with  his  family  for 
17  years.  While  a  student  at  SSU 
he  served  as  a  student  employee, 
student  manager  and  also  worked 


for  Nabisco  during  his  summer 
and  Christmas  vacations.  Carman 
came  to  SSU  to  find  a  career  path 
only  to  find  that  food  service  is 
really  what  he  enjoys.
